which Service Auſtin was dignified the firſt

that Honour being temoved thither from London 
as the Gift place where the Saxons received the

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Chiiſftian Faith. He died in the ſeventh Kalend 
of June, i e. the twenty fifth day of May,about 
the Year 611. and was buried in the firſt Porch 
of the Church of St. Peter and St. Paul in Can- 
terbury, as Mr. Weever relates.

Candour, and Integrity, in his Books-intitled 
De Britan. Ecclef.” primodiis, pag. 133, gt, 
1157. ſays that by the Affi ſtance of King Ethel- 
bert in the Year 60t, Auſtin cauſed the Britiſh 
'. Biſhops, and learned Men to meet together in 2 
Synod at a place called Auguſtin's Oak, to diſ- 
pute with bim about certain Rities and Ceremo- 
nies, wherein they differed from the Church of 
Rome, to whom he would- have them conform 
not only in Dottrine, but alſo in her Superſtiti- 
ons; uſing Perſwaſions, Prayers, and at laſt 
Threatnings, to bring them under his Yoak.
